Subject.— Incentive Scheme for Export of Vanaspati/Hydrogenated Oil, 
Refined Vegetable Oils (including Salad Oil) and Groundnut Oil. 

No. 170 ITC(PN)/62.—Attention Is invited to the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Public Notice No. 160-ITC(PN)/62, dated the 26th November, 1962, 
wherein facilities are given to manufacturer-exporters of Vanaspati/Hydrogenat¬ 
ed Oil and Refined Groundnut Oil for import of Copra/Chemicals etc., under the 
incentive scheme against export earnings of Vanaspati/Hydrogenated Oil. 

2. It is notified for 'general information of the Trade that all such applications 
should be made to the Licensing Authorities concerned through the Secretary, 
Advisory Panel for export of Vanaspati and Allied Products c/o. The Vanaspati 
Manufacturers Association of India, ‘India House’ Fort, Bombav—1, However, 
there is no change in regard to the procedure for submission of import entitle¬ 
ment applications against export of Groundnut Oil which will continue to be 
submitted directly to the concerned Licensing Authorities. 

Subject, — Import of Date [S. No. 21(b)/IV] from Saudi Arabia, Muscat 
and other Persian Gulf Ports excluding Iran and Iraq during Septem¬ 
ber, 1962— February, 1963, by Sailing Vessels. 

No. 171-ITC(PN)/62 .—It. has been decided to grant ad-hoc licences for import of 
dates from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and other Persian Gulf Ports excluding Iran 
and Iraq by sailing vessels within the basic years from 1956-57 to 1961-62. 

2. Established Importers who had imported this item from the above coun¬ 
tries by sailing vessels within any one of the basic years mentioned above should 
submit their applications either to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Bombay, or to Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, C.L.A., 
New Delhi or to Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Emakulam 
according to the jurisdiction of the licensing authority under which they fall on 
or before 31st January, 1963, in the usual form and ma"hner supported by docu¬ 
mentary evidence in respect of past imports of the said item. 

3. Import licences will be granted to the eligible established importers subject 
to the condition that the goods will be imported from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and 
other Persian gulf ports excluding Iran and Iraq by sailing vessels only. The 
import licences will be valid for six months.
